DONIZETTIS NEW OPERA. 
To the Editor of The Theatrical Observer. 

Sir—The new Opera by Donizetti, entitled Linda di Chamouni, has 
been brought out with complete success. ‘The cast comprises several 
highly distinguished artists—Eugenia Tadolini, Marietta Brambilla, Na- 
poleone Moriani, Felice Varesi, Prospero Durivis, and Agostino Rovere. 
The three latter are basses; Derivis is a native of France, who has be- 
come distinguished in the part of William Tell and Des Nevers, in Les 
Huguenots ; Rovere is a buffo, and a first-rate one too. I know no one 
more fitted to act in company with Lablache in any opera buffa ; or se- 
miseris, such as Elisa e Claudio, where the Marchese di Tricotazis of 
the former would admirably support the Conte Arnaldo of the latter. 
The Italian Opera at Vienna deserves to flourish. It has a most power- 
ful company ; in primi bassi the eminent artistes above-mentioned, and 
one greater than all, Cesare Badiali. He is engaged for the fair at 
Brescia, which commences early in August. The new ballet produced at 
Milan, called Satanella, would never have been endured, except for 
Taglioni.* The music is very inferior to what the Milanese are accustomed 
in ballets, and a trifling-subject is grievously spun out. La Gitana is to 
be produced, with what success I cannot imagine, for it has both the de- 
fects complained of in Satanella. The latter is the work of Filippo 
Taglioni, who certainly produced the worst ballet of last year’s London 
season— Mathilde, ou la Magie Amoureuse. His son however, Salvatore 
Taglioni, is one of the first composers and arrangers of ballets in the 
world. His Marco Visconti is an admirable work. He still remains at 
Naples, and the Neapolitans would certainly regard his departure as a 
great loss. A daughter of his, Marietta Taglioni, is contralto at San 
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’ is all that she possesses.
